jected‘ by the government under the 
mistaken notion that animosities 
created by the war between Spain and 
the United States are still warm. 
But since tast year King 
has “been combatting this idea, and 
has been reinforced in his opinions 
by the personal experiences of Capt. 
Vincene, Spanish attrche at London, 
and another officer who 
visited the United States last sum- 
“mer. 

When Alfonso was in England in 
August he sent for Capt. Vincene and 
questioned him about his trip to the 
United States.
